ing prices on oil products. 


He was a witness nt a statewide 


proration hearing before thn Tex- 
as Railroad Commission, oil con- 
servation administrator In 
this 


state. 
Sinclair asserted further under 


questioning that he was not an 
advocate of fednral control 
and 
that he. did not know whether the 
industry would be more prosperous 
under such regulation. 
To improve oil conditions gener- 


ally he suggested that the commis- 
sion grant all applications for In- 
creased production provided there 
was no physical waste. 
The chairman of tho Consolidat- 


ed Oil Corporation's board, In an- 
swer to a question, expressed the 
opinion-that if proration were lift- 
ed In Texas for a period, It would 
not necessarily establish 
federal 


control. 
'I believe," he said, "that com- 
plete lack of production regulation 
In Texas possibly would 
bring 


about fairer methods of competi- 
tion and that the small producer* 
would have a much better chance 
than they have at present.

atructinff terraces 
on 
strips of 
broadcast crops which have re- 
cently been harvested. 
Terraces 


laid off for strip crops In 1937 on 
the Church and Wilkerson farm 
(West Ranch) approximately two 
miles southeast of Rlchland, are 
being built this week. 


Strip cropping not only affords 


the farmer 
the opportunity to 


build his terraces at this time of 
year when he Is not rushed and 
without disturbing his cotton and 
corn, but permits him to take ad- 
vantage of an economy Jn working 
the soil when it works best. Most 
clays such as Wilson and Houston 
which are prevalent In Navarro 
County are difficult to work un- 
less moisture content is rather low. 


Another good feature of strip 
cropping is the soil and moisture 
conservation ability. It was noted 
that water which passed through 
strips deposited its load of silt at 
tho upper edge. When this 
was 


done water left the strips flowing: 
slower. 
Experiments have shown 
that one tenth of one per cent by 
weight of fine sand, which is the 
amount that would be blown in an 
ordinary windstorm, when added 
to flowing clear water increases 
the speed of flow by five per cent. 
T.nis is an important point in 
the 


use of strips, in that soil can be 
left on the farm while terrace out- 
let protection is being established.

NEW COTTON SEASON OPENS IN 
MIDST PREDICTIONS THAT COMING 
YEAR WILL SHOW HEAVY DECLINE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—tfPJ— 
After gaining a sales peak, a new 
cotton marketing season began to- 
day with prospects of a dip that 
worried 
producer* and federal 
farm officials. 


By custom, the cotton market- 


Ing season opens August 1—about 
tho time that the new crop starts 
to market in volume, 


In a decade of sharp ups and 
downs, tho season which closed 
yesterday was one of the best. 
Sales totaled about 13,800,000 bales, 
or 3,800,000 bales more than in 
the 
previous 
season. 
Exports 


amounted to 6,200,000 bales, the 
largest volume since 1933, after 
having fallen to 3,327,000 in the 
previous season. 


But cotton experts in the agri- 
culture department predict a to- 
boggan-like slide for foreign sales 
during the new season. They ex- 
pect exports to drop below the 
3,000,000-bale mark because coun- 
tries to which the United States 


normally sells half 
its 
exports 


cannot be reached on account of 
the European war and the Brit- 
ish blockade. 
Only Great Britain and Japan 


remain as sizeable customers, and 
neither is likely to buy heavily 
this season. Both have accumu- 
lated large reserves and are cur- 
tailing 
civilian 
consumption of 
cotton products. 


Officials said the dark export 


prospects would necessitate a fed- 
eral program under which unex- 
portable surpluses of this year's 
crop would be withdrawn from 
market channels and stored under 
government loans. 


Uncle Sam now has about $500,- 
000,000 invested in 8,900,000 bales 
of 
surplus cotton stored under 


similar 
programs 
In 
previous 
years. A year ago loan stocks to- 
taled 11,250,000 bales. This reduc- 
tion—which may be wiped out this 
season—came about as a result 
of the sharp increase In exports 
during the past season.

ready is on.

The British, who have conceded 


some 
damage 
to 
southeastern 
ports, broadened their own block- 
ade effective at midnight last night 
from the Arctic to Africa. 
In the South Atlantic, east of 
Brazil British warships were be- 
lieved to have taken up the chase 
of a German raider which fought 
to a draw with the British mer- 
chant cruiser Alcantara. 


At least one direct hit killed two 
and wounded seven aboard tho 
22,000-ton Alcantara and so cut the 
merchant cruiser's speed that she 
had to give up the chase and limp 
to Rio De Janerio, 660 miles east 
of the Brazilian island of Trinidad, 
where the fight took place. Tho 
raider with disappearing guns fled 
behind a smoke screen. 


Elsewhere in the war at sea, Bri- 


tain announced the sinking of the 
1,375-ton Delight, 29th British de- 
stroyer lost in the war, after a 
bombing attack. 
The Italian high command said 


Italian fHerg had sunk a British 
destroyer in tha eastern Mediter- 
ranean July 28, but did not identify 
it; and also claimed the air force 
destroyed two British planes in a 
fight over Malta. 


An RAF communique Issued at 


Cairo, Egypt, said two Italian sub- 
marines had been sunk in the 
Mediterranean last month, and an 
Italian fighter plane had been shot 
out of a formation yesterday in an 
attempted raid on Malta. 


A Madrid radio broadcast said 


a battle squadron of three British 
battleships,

Hamburg1 were reported silent, in- 
dicating British raids on Germany. 
In the Far East, the Japanese 


admiralty spokesman in Tokyo as- 
serted President Roosevelt's em- 
bargo on exporting aviation gaso- 
line outside the western hemisphere 
"undoubtedly is designed to exert 
economic pressure on Japan "and 
the Rome-Berlin axis." If America, 
continues on the same lines it is 
bound to cause repercussions, h« 
added. 


At the same time the new gov- 


ernment of Prince Fumimaro Ko- 
noye issued a lengthy statement of 
policy which outlined a strongly 
centralized and unified states de- 
signed for creation of "a new or« 
der for greater East Asia."
